Letters of the 11th N.S. from Berlin fay, that the 
Adjutant van Hoven, of the Margrave Charles's Regi- 
ment, arrived there the Day before from Silefia, pre- 
ceded by five Pofiboys founding their Horns, with Ad- 
vice of the taking of Glogau. The Particulars he 
brought are faid to be, that Prince Leopold of Anhalt 
who commanded before that Town took it by Surprize, 
having cauied a general Attack to be made at one and 
the fame time at all the Gates of the Town, at twelve 
o'Clock at Night; that the faid Gates having been 
broken down by the Grenadiers with their Axes, the 
Pruflians got into the Town before the whole Garifon 
could be under Arms, and which in all made only be- 
tween 7 arid 8000 Men. je this Action very few Men 
were kill’d; on the Side of the Pruflians, they fay only 
50 kill’d or wounded. The Garifon were made Prifo- 
ners of War, together with General Wallis who com- 
manded them, as was Major General Ruiski, who was 
dangcroufly wounded.
